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[0079] (2) Second Embodiment: the case where a server is used as 
backup 

In the format of the first embodiment, the transmission of presence 
information is carried out via a server, but a method in which the 
presence information is transmitted directly to a partner's portable 
terminal can also be considered. 

[0080] This transmission method is used in the format of the present 
embodiment, and in this case, is used as backup for when the server 
fails in transmitting the presence information. A situation in which a 
user A transmits the presence information to a user B is described using 
FIG. 5. 

[0081] When the user A sends the presence information to the user B, 
first, an application in the portable terminal on the user A's side 
attempts to transmit the presence information to an application in the 
portable terminal on the user B's side (FIG. 5 G). 
[0082] In the case where this transmission is successful, a screen 
display in accordance with the presence information is carried out in the 
portable terminal on the user B's side, and the success of the 
transmission of the presence information is notified to the portable 
terminal on the user A's side (FIG. 5 H). 

[0083] However, in the case where the transmission fails, the user A's 
portable terminal attempts to transmit the presence information, 
information of the origin of the presence information (the user A), and 
information of the destination of the presence information (the user B), 
to the server (FIG. 5 A). 

[0084] Having received this, the server registers the presence 
information and the information of the origin and the destination in a 
database (FIG. 5 C), and attempts transmission of the presence 
information to the user B periodically (FIG. 5 D - E). 
[0085] An example of the flow of the process in the present 
embodiment is shown in FIG. 6 and FIG. 7. Here, FIG. 6 shows the 
flow of the process when the transmission of the presence information 
is immediately successful, and FIG. 7 shows the flow of the process 
when, after transmission of the presence information fails, that 
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transmission succeeds through use of the server. 

[0086] In the present embodiment, by using the server as backup, 

transmission of the presence information through two kinds of channels 

(via the server and not via the server) is possible. Through this, 

transmission of the presence information is possible even in the case 

where, for example, connection to the server is not possible. 

[0087] (3) Third embodiment: an input/output method of presence 

information . . 

in the case where a portable terminal is used in the transmission of the 

presence information, due to the fact that the terminal is a portable 

type an input/output interface is poor, and so on, an input/output 

method which takes into account those characteristics is essential. 

[0088] First, the input/output method of the presence information is 

Provided, in which a microphone, buttons, and a touch panel, which are 

a basic input interface of the portable terminal, and a speaker, a hqu.d 

crystal display, and a vibrator (vibration), which are a basic output 

interface, are utilized. 

r0089] (i) Input method '" "• .*" 

A method used by "Gleams of People" and the like can also be ut. .zed m 
portable terminals. For example, in "Gleams of People, color 
information is mutually transmitted, but it is also possible to set colors 
using a touch panel or a keypad. 

[0090] in terms of other input methods for presence information, first, 
voice characteristics (for example, volume and frequency) can be used 
in this case, a method in which one faces the portable terminal and 
vocalizes expressly, and a method in which the presence information is 
extracted from a record of a conversation had using the portable 
terminal, can be thought of as means to input the presence information. 
[0091] There is also a method which uses exhalation rather than voice, 
in the case where exhalation is used, as the presence information can 
be inputted silently, it can be inputted in places where speaking is 
prohibited, such as movie theaters and so on. With input of the 
presence information through voice and exhalation, the characteristics 
of the amplitude of the sound, the frequency, the time of vocalization, 
and so on are extracted and used as presence information. 
[0092] In addition, there is another method that uses the portable 
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terminal's microphone in which presence information is inputted by 
scraping, scratching, or striking the microphone area. In this case too, 
the information is basically sound information, so the amplitude of the 
sound and the frequency are used as the presence information. 
Additionally, the sound information's wave form itself can also be used 
as the presence information. 

[0093] Next, an input method using a camera or a wheel, which are 
already integrated in some portable terminals, is provided. 
[0094] In terms of a method in which a camera is used, the frequency 
and so on of the picture obtained from the camera can be utilized in the 
same way as in the case of sound. Additionally, in terms of a method 
in which a wheel is used, the aforementioned input of the presence 
information through the keypad can also be carried out with the wheel. 
[0095] Finally, an input/output method of the presence information 
which utilizes a new input interface is considered. 
[0096] A pressure sensor and a temperature sensor can be listed as 
suitable for an input interface in a portable terminal. The pressure of 
grasping the terminal and the temperature when holding the term.nal 
can be utilized as the presence information. Additionally, if an 
acceleration sensor is used, the acceleration when the portable terminal 
is swung about may be used as the presence information. Also, if a 
flexure sensor is used, it is possible to input the presence information 
through the degree that the antenna of the portable terminal is bent. 
[0097] (ii) Output method 

First, in the case where the frequency, amplitude, and waveform of a 
sound are sent as the presence information, outputting a sound 
through a speaker in accordance with those characteristics can be 
thought of as an output method. 

[0098] For example, in regards to a portable terminal's ringer melody 
(a melody in the portable terminal that notifies a user of an incoming 
e-mail or telephone call), a user is pre-assigned to each ringer melody. 
For example, in the case where a sound frequency is sent from the user 
A as the presence information, a ringer melody corresponding to the 
user A is altered to the frequency that was sent and played back. 
Additionally, in the case where an amplitude is sent, the volume of the 
ringer melody is matched to the amplitude. 
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[0099] However, in the case where a speaker is used to output the 
presence information which was inputted with the portable terminal's 
keypad, rhythm, tempo, pitch, shortening and lengthening 
(modulation), and the like are executed, in accordance with the 
presence information, on the ringer melody assigned to the user. For 
example, the key of the ringer melody is raised two steps in the case 
where a user is slightly interested in the partner. 
[0100] Transmission of the presence information through color can be 
given as an output method for a liquid crystal display. In "Gleams of 
People," a user is displayed as a ball, but a user can be expressed as a 
sphere, a partner user's photograph, an icon, and the like in liquid 
crystal displays as well. 

[0101] In the case where a sound's frequency and amplitude are sent 
from a partner as the presence information, the radius of the ball is 
changed in accordance with the amplitude' information, and the ball's 
color is changed in accordance with the frequency. Additionally, in the 
case where the sound's waveform is sent, an animated display is 
executed which alters the size and color of the ball in accordance with 
the change in the frequency and amplitude of the waveform. It is also 
possible to alter the color and so on of the entire screen in the case 
where the terminal is capable of reception from a single partner only. 
[0102] However, a method assigning the presence information 
inputted with the keypad of the portable terminal to the same ball, 
photograph of the partner user, and color and size of the icon, as well as 
a method directly representing the information in a graph, can also be 
considered. 

[0103] Assigning the frequency and wavelength of a sound to the 
frequency and size of the vibration, as well as causing vibration in 
accordance with the waveform, are both possible as output methods 
using vibration. Additionally, in regards to presence information 
inputted with the portable terminal's keypad, the vibration method is 
defined according to the presence information, and vibration is caused 
according to that definition. 

[0104] The methods of input/output of the presence information 
listed in the present embodiment can be used in combination with one 
another. In particular, the methods using a speaker and vibration are 
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also valid as means to notify the transmission of the presence 
information. Therefore, with an output method which uses a speaker 
(ringer melody) and the liquid crystal display, for example, the user can 
confirm the presence information notified by the ringer melody in the 
liquid crystal display.
